THk TEMPERATURE and method of using the baths necessarily vary with the nature of the disease it is pro- 
posed to treat and the constitution of the patient. 


Hot Baths 


Ranging in temperature from 100 to 110 degrees Fahrenheit, are usually employed in Rheumatic Affections, Skin 
Diseases, Syphillis, Scrofula, and for those embraced under the first division generally. 


Cool or Tonic Baths 


Are especially adapted to the diseased cenditions enumerated under the second class. ~ 

IN THE MAJORITY OF CASES the time occupied while bathing should not exceed ten to fifteen minutes, while 
one bath daily is, as a rule, all that is necessary or advisable. ; 

Too MUCH STRESS cannot be laid upon the advisability of consulting the Sipedtendent in charge, prior to 
a course of baths, as much better results are uniformly obtained by using the baths at proper intervals, with neces- 
sary attention to the temperature, and other details which experience has pointed out. | 3
